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Big Lost River 
finds Arco again

ARCO - For the past nine years, Dick 
Bowo hasn’t seen any water in the Big 
Lost River near liis.liomc just southwest of 
Arco. 

On May 1 8, the river began flowing pasl - 
Down's land and “it's still running eight to 
10 feet across and about a foot deep in 
most places," he said. On Monday, the riv- 
er stretched all the way to the Big Lost 
River Sinks, where it puddled, up and dis- 
appeared into the porous desert soils. 

in addition to scenic benefits, the re- 
vived river is doing a lot to diminish dis- 
putes over water. Wells that had gone dry 
arc now yielding water. 

“Wc'vc been quarrelling over water here 
for a long time, so this will go some ivay 
to mitigate that." said Chad Cheyney, 


Butic County Extension agent. “Right 
now, there’s more than enough water for 
everybody to do cvciything. 

"It was running through here excessive- 
ly." Cheyney said, adding that the surfeit 
of surface water was "too much of a good 
thing." 

The swollen river produced widespread 
erosion and some flooding. On a brighter 
note, groundwater levels arc rising in areas 
around the Big Lost, River, Bown said. ■ 

"At this time last year, the water was at 
23 feet in a small well at my place - but 
this year, it's at six feet," Bown.said. 

Down's story is being cchodd by more 
than a dozen other groundwater pumpers, 
said Steve Cote, Arco-based district con- 
servationist for the U.S. Department of 
Agriculture's Natural Resources Conser- 
vation Service.

ALMO - A 19-ycar-old woman died 
about 1 p.m. Sunday when she fell nearly 
200 feet while rock climbing in the City of 
Rocks National Reserve. 

Emily Town, of Wheaton, 111., was lead- 
ing an estimated 240-foot climb up Stripe 
Kock when she and her father Glen Town, 
who was lowering her down the rock, ran 
out of rope, according to Wallace Keck, 
assistant reserve manager. 

Emily died Instantly from severe head 
trauma, according to Cassia County Coro- 
ner Paul Youngi Her body was flown to 
Wheaton, III. Monday, he said. 

A Cossia County Sheriffs report stated 
that she bounced two or three times before 
she landed on a rock at the base of the 
climb. ; 

The family stayed with the body for 
nearly a half hour before they sought help 
at reserve hcodquartcrs in Almo, the report. 
soid.'Emily’s father, her brother David, 17, 


and her mother, Nancy, were on the trip. 

. the report said. 

“In their grief they were not able to 
leave for 20 minutes or, so," Keck said 
Monday. 

The family had stopped at the reserve bn 
their way to a family reunion in Idaho, 
Keck said. Thky are experienced climbers, 
he said. 

“Even experienced climbers moke mis- 
takes," Keck said. 

The accident investigation is still under 
way, he said. Officials are not yet sure 
what actually happened, he said. 

Emily was hidden by the rock when she 
fell, so ofTicials only can. speculate as to 
how high she had climbed and what ma-. 
neuvers she hud made, Keck said. The re- , 
serve’s climbing ranger will investigate ' 
the route this week.to check for any rope 
fragments or loose bolts that may give n 
better picture into the accident, he said.

WASHINGTON (AP) — Air 
Force Capt. Scott F. O’Grady, 
the F-16 pilot shot down over 
Bosnia two months ago, said 
Monday he plans to4eave active 
duty this foil and transfer .to the 
Air Force Reserve. 

“All of this is positive,” 
O'Grady said in a written state- 
ment issued by the public affairs 
office at Air Force headquarters 
in the Pentagon. 

.O'Grady, 29, said that as an 
Air Force reservist he will con- 
tinue Hying and wil! oct as a 
"positive spokesman foi* the mili- 
tary.” He said he. will travel to 
schools aroilnd the country and 
attend ‘'public affairs-recruiting 
events." 

‘Trofisfcrring to the Air Force- 
Reserve will allow me to serve 
my country in the best way pos- 
sible,” he said. 

O’Grady said he would return 


this month to his assigoment at 
Aviono Air Base, Italy, “to con- 
tinue-my flying and initiate my 
actions to move back home to 
America.” 

He said he expected to leave 
active duty by the end of Octo- 
ber. 

The pilot was flying as part of 
NATO’s enforcement of a “no 
fly” zone over Bosnia when he 
was shot down June 2 by'a Serb 
SA-6 surface-to-air missile. He 
evaded capture for six days, until 
he was rescued by U.S. Marines. 
He later was hospitalized for 
treatment of a foot ailment that 
doctors called minor. 

■ O’Grady, of Spokane, Wash., 
was commissioned in April 1989 
and held assignments as an F-16 
pilot at Kunsan Air Base, South 
Korea, and Ramstein Air Base, 
Germany, before going' to 
Aviano.

Madison ran ‘pyramid scheme;’ 
Clinton called ‘tentative insider’ 


NEW ORLEANS (AP) — A pTan 
10 stash billions of gallons of crude oil 
in vast salt caverns os o hedge against 
another Arab embargo has turned into 
an expensive hcadoche for the govern- ’ 
mcni. 

One southern Louisiana cavern — a 
former salt mine — is leaking. Left 
alone long cnou^, it could release a 
flood of oil and pollute miles of 
swampy coostline where the Gulf of 
Mexico's crab, slirimp and fish breed. 

Over the next two years, the Energy 
Department plans to pump out the 3 
billion gallons of oil and pay for the 
move by selling 10 percent of that oil 
at 0 SlOO million loss. 

Meanwhile, engineers ore digging 
icrrigcrotcd wells to freeze the water 
(hot has been seeping into the soil 
mine and enlarging the leak. 

Everyone agrees that the oil must be 
pumped out, but environmentalists say 
it never should have been stored at 
Weeks Island — one of hundreds of 
subtcrroncan salt mountains that poke 
thrir tips up into (itc swamps of south- 
ern Loiuisiona, Texas, Mississippi and 
Alobama. 

The amount of oil involved is 300 
times the' size .of the Exxon Valdez 
disaster in 1989. ‘'That loss wos well 


documented in terms of the loss to 
wildlife and land,” said Eric Huber of 
the Sierra Club Legal Defense Fund. 

The problem has its roots in the 
1973 Arab oil embargo and its seem- 
ingly endless lines at gasoline stations. 

The Strategic Petroleum Reserve 
was created to store up to 31.S billion 
gallons of crude in case of another oil 
crisis. Under the plan, about 25 billion 
gallons of oil have been stockpiled in 
six caverns in Texas and Louisiana at 
a cost ofS4.S billion. 

Only the cavern at Weeks Island — 
two abandoned mine shafts the gov- 
ernment bought from Morton Salt Co. 
— is leaking. 

Morton started mining the salt 
dome near New Ibcrin around the turn 
of the century and is still working 
most of it. 

The government became aware of 
leaks after a 3S-foot deep sinkhole 
was discovered on the Morion proper- 
ty in 1992. After they had studied it 
for a while, geologists realized the 
mining had created tiny cracks in the 
mountain that let water .seep into the 
salt cavem. 

df the seepage continues, the scien- 
tists said, the water may force out die 
oil and pollute the swamplands. 


Vermilion Bay and neighboring inlets 
into the Gulf. 

"Tliat area is a large nureciy ground 
for shrimp, crabs and a lot of the fish 
species ofTshore. It is used a tremen- 
dous amount by commercial fisher- 
men as well as recreational fisher- 
men,” said Wilma Subra of Subra Co., 
an environmental consulting firm in 
New Iberia. 

The government says it will take 
two years to finish the job. Right 
now. engineers are digging 55 wells. 
200 feet deep, around the sinkhole. 
Refrigerant circulating through pipes 
in (hose holes will freeze (he 
groundwater, preventing more water 
seepage. 

To cover the cost of the cleanup, the 
Energy Department proposes to sell 
oil that was bought for about S30 a 
barrel in the 1970.S and ‘80s. Because . 
the price of oil has dropped sharply, 
they expect to offer it forS15 a barrel. 
That will raise S105 million, or tiic 
cost of the cleanup.

Clintons got “substantial” benefits 
from their relationship with 
McDougal. 

Conceding the first family had an 
unscrupulous business partner in 
McDougal, Democrats insisted the 
Clintons were victims, not perpetra- 
tors. 

There is "no question Jim 
McDougal manipulated his various 
enterprises,” said Rep. Henry 
Gonzalez, the committee's ranking 
Democrat. But “there is no evidence 
that Bill or Hillary Clinton knew any- 
thing about those manipulations, 
much less participated in them,” he 
added. . 

Clark's testimony went to that 
point. McDougal, the owner of 
Madison Guaranty, was “the principal 
insider^' in the mid-1980s among a 
group of favored borrowers at the 
S&L. he testified. . 

“A group of Madison insiders was 
obtaining cash in what amounted to a 
pyramid scheme” by borrowing 
money from (he S&L, concocting 
phony real estate deals and realizing 
excessive profits off the iransaciiona, 
Clark told lawmakers. 

"They didn’t make pavroents on the 
loons,”'he said, also calling attention 
to several checking accounts at the 
S&L that were routinely overdrawn. 

Among them was the Whitewater 
real estate checking account that 
McDougal managed. 

While the Clintons did not have 
loons at 'Madison, Clark said he very 
quickly became aware upon his arrival 


in Little Rock in 1986 “that 
McDougal was a friend of then- 
Govemor Clinton and 1 believe that 
they had been business partners. ...

Declaring the financial abuses at 
McDougal's S&L among the worst he 
had seen, Clark said Clinton's tics to 
McDougal prompted bank- examiners 
to put the governor's name on work 
papers entitled “Tentative Lists of 
Insiders.”

By law. all 
federal civilian workers automatical- 
ly receive annual cosi-pf-living 
increases set by the president unless 
Congress intervenes. President 
Clinton has called for a 2.4 percent 
b^st. 

Saturday’s vote would prevent the 


increase only for members of 
Congress, whose annual salaries are 
SI 33,600. The House has not 
approved .similar language. 

Sent Fred Thompson. R-Tenn., 
who sponsored the provision with 
Sen. Pete Domcnici, R-N.M., said 
congressional pay raises would go 
over badly with the public at a time 
of broad budget slashing. 

“Automatic pay increases, where 
we do not even have to v6te on 
them, stick in the craw of the 
American people, and it is destruc- 
tive to what we are ultimately' trying 
to do here in -this body," the fresh- 
man said during a brief debate in 
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which no one opposed the proposal. 

The provision wa,s made u part of 
a bill providing S23 billion next year 
for the Trea.sury, Postal Service and 
several smaller agencie.-;, including 
the White Hou.se. It is one of .several 
spending bills that Clinton has 
threatened to veto.

Johnson showed tio emotion as U.S. District 
Judge Shelbj' Highsmith sentenced him to three 
years and five months in prison, three years of pro- 
bation and a fine of $25,000. He was sentenced on 
four counts of conspiracy and export violations and 
faced a possible 5W-ycarprison term. 

Johnson, who woriced at Tcicdync Wah Chang 
Albany in Albany. Ore., handled $4 million

-accojim. They arc demanding a refer- 
endum on the IsiacI-PLO agreement 
:currcntly under negotiation, which 
would provide for the withdrawal of

.■and the deployment of Palestinian 
police. 

Riskin insists that a majority of 
('Israelis do not support the agreement,

Should we deny the freedom to change?l 


When the American Psychological Asso- 
ciation (APA) meets Thursday in New York' 
it is scheduled to vote on a resolution by gay 
activists to “discourage psychologists and 
other mental health professionals from pro- 
viding treatment designed to change sexual 
bricniation, or from refening to practitioners 
which claim to do so." The resolution also 
' claims that “no data demonstrate that sexual 
orientation conversion therapies arc effec- 
tive ... (and) may be harmful." The Notional 
Assoclotion for Research ond Therapy of' • 
Homosexuait^ (NARTH) Is specincally 
singled out for criticism. 

Since the APA succeeded in removing ho- 
mosexuality os a deviont disorder from the 
Diagnostic and Statistical Manual ofMentol 
Disorders in 1973 - without any debate and 
without the usual scieminc and medical in- 
quiry - the race has been on by the goy 
rights lobby, to finisti winning the psycho- 
logical warso that it rnight demand every- * 
one to accept such bchovor os ‘’normal.’’ 

If the APA approves the resolution, it will 
contradict evidence by researchers predis- 
posed to the goals of the gay rights move- 
ment and even some who see nothing wrong 
with homosexual practice, but whose studies 
haye demonsuated a remarkable success rate 
for' those who no longer wish to practice thot 
life style. 

The noted sor research team Masters ond 
Johnson, writing in “Homosexuality in Per- 
spective” in 1974, found o 71.6 percent sue- • 
ccss rate aOer a six-year follow-up with 
those wanting to chrogc. .

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ALBUQUERQUE (AP) — A sci- 
entist who flew on both missions that 
dropped atomic bombs on Jopon and 
ended World War II said Monday 
those involved “were-just real hoppy 
the idtling would stop.” . , 

Lawrence Johnston, a member of 
the' top-secret Manhattan Project that 
developed the bomb at Los Alamos, 
said those who took part in the mis- 
sions were so sure the bombs would 
force a Japanese surrender that they 
were begging to go home even before 
Japan announced it would accept 
unconditional terms. — 

And Johnston said that despite the 
controversy that still surrounds the 
dropping of the bombs on Hiroshima . 
and Nagasaki 50 years ago this month, 
he fin<^ people today more sympa- 
thetic. 

He recalled on anti-war sentiment In 
the 1940s, “when pbople said we 
should feel guilty even for winning - 
the war.” 

Nowadays, with extensive niedia 
coverage given the 50th onnivetsoiy 
of World- War II, “people realize what 
the su^es were in the war,”;Johnston 
said in on interviw after a news con- 
ference at the SOth anniversary 
reunion of the 509th Composite 
Group, a B-29 unit forlbed es^iolly 
to drop atomic bombs if scientists 
were able to develop them. 

Johnston was one of 10 men on the 
panel for the news conference, the 
lone reunion event open to the news 
media. 

Others included members of the. 
crew of the B-29 Enola Qay that 
dropped the first atomic bomb on 
Hiroshima on Aug. 6, 1945. The sec- 
ond bomb was dropped three days 
later on Nogasaki by the B-29 
Bockscar. 

The Enola Gay’s pilot, Paul 
Tibbets, recalled a conversation he 
had with Amy Air Force Gen. Curtis 
LeMay after the Japanese didn’t 
immediately surrender following the 
Nagasaki bombing. 

"You got another one of those 
things?” LeMoy asked. 

Tibbets said he responded, “Yes,

Problems of B-29 pilot 
branded others, feUowS say 


ALBUQUERQUE (AP) — The 
question brought laughter from 
members of the B-29 group that 
dropped^o only atomic bombs 
ever used in combat — how is 
their mental health today? 

But the question also produced 
-serious-answers because the debate 
over whether the atomic bombs 
should have been used continues 
.half a century after the United 
States. dropped the bombs on the 
Japanese cities of Hiroshima and 
Nagasaki. 

' Fred Bock, -who commanded 
The Groat Artiste, the B-29 that- 
carried the monitoring instnunents 
on the Aug. 9, 1945, Nagasaki raid, 
'^opened a news conference at the 
.50th anniversary reunion of the 
‘ 509th Composite Group here by 
saying that criticism and controver- 
sy over the years has strengthened 
the group’s tics. 

And Paul Tibbets, pilot of the 
.Enola Gay, which dropped the 
first bomb on Hiroshima, Japan, 
on Aug. 6, 1945, said he was 
angered by a proposed 
Smithsonian Institution exhibit 
on the atomic bombs which 
emphasized the suffering of the 
Japanese and alluded to mental 
problems by the late Claude 
“Buck” Eathcrly, pilot of the 
weather plane on the Hiroshima 
raid. The Smithsonian revised the 


exhibit before its Opening. 

Members of the 509th said 
Eathcrly's perceived problems also 
have branded them. 'Tom Fcrebcc, 
bombaitljcr on the Enola Gay, said' 
that in the years since, he’s been 
reported as in an insane asylum or 
' suffering from deep rcmorsc..ovcr, 
his role in the atomiti bombings, ' 

■ “That's not true,” Fcrebcc said. 
“I’ve never regretted it” 

Tibbets said he doesn’t believe 
anything was ever wrong with 
Eathcrly. 

'Tm the man who said Eathcrly 
should stay in the 509th and fiy” 
after having a doctor evaluate his 
medical records, he said. 

Eathcrly was a wonderful pilot, 
but "kind of wild,” Tibbets said: 
He said he used to call Eathcrly 
“Errol Flynn Jr.” after the swash'^ 
buckling movie star of the 1930s, 
and that Eathcrly "was the only 
man who flew a B-29 with a scarf 
around his neck.” 

After the war, Eathcrly felt-Hc 
should be a hero and have people 
look up to him, but that didn’t hap- 
pen, Tibbets said. r/ 

Eathcrly took to holdingiiip 
small post offices in Texas wii^ a 
water pistol and developed a dic- 
ing probiem, Tibbets said. 
Eventually, Tibbets said, inter- 
viewers made Eatherly antj.thc 
entire 509th look bad. ' .

Jpdge rules vehicle drug search was legal

RUpIeRT - A vehicle search, in 
which police seized nearly four 
pbunds"Df marijuana last April, was 
legal, a judge ruled Monday. 
•.jFifth'DistricI Judge William Hart 
dnlined to dismiss Minidoka County 
drug charges against Israel Arizpc, 20, 
ofRupert' 

Minidoka County Public Defender 
Kent Jensen, Arizpe’s attornc>|, 
argued that the police search on April 
13 was not justified. 

■ "There was no probable cause to 
&arch the car,” Jensen said. 

*He argued that police - who arrested 
i^rizpe during a traffic stop for not hav- 


ing a valid license - had no reason to 
tnios an inventoty of tlie car before tun- 
ing it oyer to Arizpe’s riding companion. 

"It was just an excuse to search the 
car," said Jensen, who sought to prove 
that police stopped the vehicle to 
search it for illegal drugs. 

Minidoka County Prosecutor Cara 
Newman told the judge that she 
thought Jensen did not have a solid 
argument 

"I would respectfully surest to the 
court that counsel is barking up the 
wrong tree,” Newman said. 

Minidoka County Sheriffs Sgi. 
Dan Kindig testified that he had post- 
ed an attempt to locate on Arizpc’s 
vehicle for suspircted involvement in 
drug trafficking. 


But Idaho State Police Officer Jared 
Sweesy testified that he pulled Arizpc 
ov«- os he was entering the Interstate 
84 castbound at exit 208 in Burley; 
Arizpe tmd crossed the fog line on the 
side of the road a few times, had tint- 
ed windows that were too dark and 
bad a tent blocking his rear window, 
Sweesysaid. 

Taking an invcntoiy before turning 
a car over to someone other than the 
o^^cr is a standard procedure, intend- 
ed to protect the officer and the vehi- 
cle owner, he said. 

When Sweesy began to inventory 
the vehicle, he noticed what he sus- 
pected to be a homemade compart- 
ment behind the driver’s scat, he testi- 
fied. 


It was a sign he had learned to 
watch for during his narcotics train- 
ing, he said. 

Arizpe testified that the compart- 
ment was- manufactured, and Jensen 
pointed out that officers did find tools 
in it. So, the compartment had a pur- 
pose other than police’s claim that is 
was used for suishing illegal drugs, he 
contended. 

Sweesy said he called in the Rupert 
Police Department’s drug dog, Buddy. 

It took Buddy only seconds to 
locate a sack of marijuana behind the 
driver’s seat and then jump back 
inside the vehicle, and scratch at the 
companihent, Rupert Detective Terry 
Quinn testified. Th'e"rcsl of the niari- 
juana was found there, Quinn said.’

If you are acutely depressed, joy 
is replaced by despair and hope- 
lessness. I'have been there. Most 
people sec me as o smart, attrac- 
tive, happy, energetic, self-conll- 
dent woman. 

But'for most of my life,- I suf- 
.fered periods of bleak, hopeless 
depression, during which I saw no 
possibility of a bright future and 
felt only self-loathing and anxiety. 



I occasionally considered suicide 
as the only way out of my pain, but 
'my two young sons kept me firmly 
onchored to the earth. 

Over the years, 1 read everything 
1 could about depression and 
underwent various types'of thera- 

py- 

After learning so much and 
working hard at the therapy, it was 
doubly disappointing to have the

WASHINGTON — Interest rates on 
short'lcrm Trcasi^ securities were mixed 
in Monday’s auction. 

The Treasury Department sold S12.7 bil- 
lion in .three-month bills at on avcmgc.dis- 
count rate of 5.41 percent, down from 5.44 
percent last week. Another S12.7 billion was 
sold in six-month bills at on avdnge discount 
rate of 5.40 percent, up from 5 J9 percent' 

The three-month bill rate was (he lowest 
since they sold for 5.40 percent ok,July 10. 
The six-month bill rate was the highest 
Since; they averaged 5.46 percent on July 24. 

The new discount rates understate the 
actual return to investors — 5.58 percent 
for thrccnmonth bills with a SIO.OOO bill 
selling for 59,863.20 and 5.64 percent 
for a siximonlh bill selling for 59,727.00. ' 

In a separate report, the Federal Reserve 
said Monday that the average yield for 
one-year Treasury bills, the most popular 
index for making changes in adjustable 
rate mortgages, fell to 5.68 percent last 
week from 5.72 percent the previous week.

Last fall, the Walt. Disney Co. did some- 
thing rare. It. conceded defeat in its fight to 
'build a history theme park in northern 
Virginia. The park was going to be called 
“Disney’s America.” • — 

■ By now, some people may be wondering 
if Disney lost the battle and won the war. 

These days, it seems we’re all living in 
Disney’s America. 

With its purchase of ABC last week, the 
company founded by Walter Elias Disney" 
in 1923 deepened its claim on the 
American psyche, from Main Street to 
Tomorrowland. It would be hard to name 
another company that has ever exercised 
such,inf1uence on American culture. It 
would be hard to find another company so’ 
widely admired — even ioved — by 
Americans. 

As d nation, wb; flock to Disney films, • 
and then replay them — over and over and 
over — on Disney videotapes. We read 
Disney books to our Disncy-pajama-clad 
children. We watch Disney shows on 
Disney TV.- We make pilgrimages to 
Disneyland and Disney World, whore we 
sloy in Disney hotels and cat Disney food. 
We buy Disney products at Disney stores, 
and listen to Disney records of Disney 
songs. 

By next year, we'will be’ablc to send our 
children to a Disney school (near Orlando, 
Fla.) and educate ourselves at the Disney 
institute, an adult-education resort in 
Florida where, The Wall Street Journal 
observed, “Goofy can get in touch with his 
inner self.” 

The world of Disney is becoming any- 
thing but a smoll, small world. 

All of this is making some people more 
than a little grumpy. Listen to Harold 
Bloom, professor of humanities at Yale 
University and*author of The Western 
Canon, an analysis of the cultural legacy of 
Western civilization (hint: there is no index 
listing for Mouse, Mickey): 

“At the end of this road lies cultural 
homogenization of the most ghastly kind,” 
Bloom told The Philadelphia Inquirer last 
week, after the Disney-ABC deal was 

■ announced. “It's a disaster.” 

This is an increasingly common view in 
academia, which has never particularly cot- 
toned to a world view that encompasses the 
Lost Boys of Peter Pan, who don't wont to 
grow up and certainly don’t want to go to 
school. 

“The taste of the Disney products,” said 
Paul Fussell, a professor of English at the 
University of Pennsylvania, “has always 
seemed to me gravely sub-adult.” 

Critics of Disney, and there arc many, 
see its films and spin-off products as rife 
with sexism, racism, and a dumbed-down. 


MegamedIa mergers like Dlsney-ABC are rooted partly 
In enorts by information purveyors to reach people via media ranglng.from ' - 
TV to movies, specialty magazines to on-line computing. This helps explain why the variety of 
entertainment and data delivery has expanded, while the number of big providers has bec ome more concentrated. 
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checred-up vision of American history and 
folklore. 

"There's n kind of ... anesthesia at work 
here,” said Henry Q(roux, a professor of 
secondary eduension-at Penn State 
University. Like all oTshiiy critics, he can 
cite chapter and verse of Disney’s crimes 
against culture; he gets particularly 
incensed about the treatment of American 
Indians in “Pocahontas.” 

“I mcon, the entire history of what hap- 
pened to the Indians, which some people 
would call genopide ... is sort of played out 
as a love story,” he fumed. 

Giroux believes that Disney has become 
a. primary educator .of America’s children, 
most of whom will be able to recite the 
complete script of “The Lion -King” long 
before they ever learn the Gettysburg 
Address. 

“My argument about Disney, is that it’s 
not a matter of whether Disney is good or 
bad for your kids — that’s really, to me. 


too simplistic a question. The issue is how 
do wc begin to look at Disney so as to take 
them seriously as a teaching machine, and 
not merely as a source of entertainment.” 

To others, Disney is more than a teacher 
— it is a religion. 

In her book, "The American Amusement 
Park Industry: A, History of Technology 
and Thrills," Judith Adams argues that 
Disney World has become a spiritual shrine 
on par with Mecca, Canterbury and 
Lourdes. 

“The perfect world of Disney has 
replaced the biblical Garden of Eden as the 
American vision of paradise,” she writes. 

And Lcn Sweet, dean of Drew 
Theological Seminary in Madison, NJ., 
argues that Disney has become central to 
the “civic religion" of America — the secu- 
lar values that once were the domain of 
Lincoln, Jefferson and Fourth of July 
parades. 

“What has happened is that Disney has

taken this over," he said. “What’s happen- ■ 
ing is that we’re all being dragged down to i 
this infantile level.” 

Of course, even the critics arc quick to ; 
note that Disney embodies many positive 
values — optimism, good-hearted fun, a 
tradition of artistic quality — that help 
explain its success. And critical or not. - 
most arc Disney consumers. 

“I think a lot of people do maybe know 
that what Disney is telling is ultimately a 
lie, but it’s a lie they can’t live without,” 
observed Robert Thompson, associate.pro^ 
fessor of television, radio and film at; 
Syracuse University. 

i “I know a lot of my most critical and 
cynical academic friends — nevertheless, 
you walk into their house, and if they’ve 
got kids, sure enough, ‘The Lion King,’

for Olympics

NEW YORK — NBC announced a bil- 
lion-dollar deal with the International 
Olympic Committee on Monday, ending 
CBS’ Winter Olympics run and cutting 


Fox owner Rup\;r^i Murdoch out of a 
share of the 2000^ummcr Games in his 
homeland. ' 

NBC will pay $705 million for exclu- 
sive U.S. TV rights to the Summer 
Games in Sydney, Australia in 2000. and 
$545 million for the Salt Lake City Win- 
ter- Olympics in 2002, both records l^y 
huge margins. 

‘This was just too good a deal for us 
not to say yes to," IOC TV committee 
chairman Dick Pound of Canada said. 
“This was a pre-emptive bid on the part 
of NBC." 

Pound said that NBC also will supply 
each organizing committee with about 
$10 millionin promotional support, driv- 
ing the totol value of (he package to at 
least $1.27 billion. 

NBC bid $456 million for the 1996 At- 
lanta Game.s, at the time a record for the 
Summer Olympics, while CBS' hid of 
$375 million for the 1998 Nagano Games 
was 0 winter record, j 

Murdoch. thc*billionoire media mogul 
who owns Fo.\. was known to be keenly 
interc.sted in bidding for the Sydney 
Games. Although a U.S. citizen. Mur- 
doch is a native of Australia, where he 
began his television and 'newspaper em- 
pire. 

He never even got to make a bid. Nei- 
ther did ABC or CBS. both of which 
were interested in bidding on one or both 
ofthc Gomes.'

, Union exceutive direetor Simon Gour- 
dlne said Monday night he expected 20-25 
players to come to New York for the 
mectingi. 

Talks between the union and the NBA 
broke ofT Thursday with no progress made 
toward resolving the issue of the luxury 
tax. a salary cap-tightening mechanism the 
players staunchly oppose. . 

The union previously set a deadline of 


Tuesday midnight for getting a new labor 
deal. If the deadline passes, union presi- 
dent Buck Williams of the Portland Trail 
Blazers has said the union will agree to 
decertify, giving in to the wishes of a 
group of dissident players led by Michjiel_ 
Jordan and Patrick Ewing. 

Jordan, Ewing and’othcr supporters of 
decertification' want to abolish the union 
in order to press d federal antitrust lawsuit 
against the NBA. ■ 

Gourdinc said the meeting of union offi- 
cers, player rcprcsentntrvcs and other 
players will be to weigh their options and 
discuss several counterproposals made by 
the NBA last week. 


“We'll have to decide if where we are 
merits getting together" with the NBA, 
Gourdihe^said. “We’re out to really hash it 
out with our players and get a go<^ cross-, 
section of opinion." NBA deputy commis- 
sioner Russ Granik didn’t rule out reopeni* 
ihg hegbtittiidns bh Tuesday. 

"1 don’t know if we’ll meet tomorrow 
or not," he said.

Strawberry relishes his second chance 


NEW YORK (AP) — The last time DaB^I 
Strawberry was near Yankee Stadium, his' 
lawyer was asking a judge to send him to a 
prison near his home in California. 

:Thoi was only four months ago, back when 
Strawberry had just become a convicted felon. 
He stood in a federal courtroom about 12 
miles from the Bronx, admitted evading more 
than $100,000 in taxes and then asked the 
judge for mercy — or at least n jail cell near 
his wife. 

He had no idea how much mercy he would 
gel. Or how soon his life would turn around. 

, Instead of being sent to prison. Strawberry 
was given six months' house arrest. He would 
be allowed to keep working as long as he 
found on employer. 

. That employer turned out to be the New 
York Yankees, who signed him for $650,000. - 
. Strawberry's first day on the job at Yankee 
Stadium was Monday as he relumed to the 
city where he had the best years of his career 
with the New York Mete — eight years in a 
row with at least 25 homers, ci^t years of at 
least 100 hits, eight years'of at least 74 RBIs, a 
championship ring in 1986. 

That was all before he lefi town as a free 
agent, dismissed by the Mete front ofTicc os a 


high-cost risk not worth- taking anymore. 
Strawberry rctunied to his boyhood home of 
Los Angeles to play for the Dodgers, and what 
followed was one problem after another. 
There were injuries, most notably a herniated 
disk in his back that hampered him in 1992 
and 1993, limiting him to 75 games over the 
two seasons. “ , • 

But better remembered are the ofF-the-field 
problems that included wife beating, alco- 
holism, his tax evasion conviction and a sus- 
pension for using cocaine. 

“1 destroyed myself, really," Strawbeny 
said Monday. 

■ “My destruction came from immaturity, and 
we' all go through that period in our lives. 
Some of us have to fall In order to get back on 
irack.” 

From listening to Strawberry talk, from see- 
ing the way be came out of the gate strong in 
Detroit over the weekend (4-for-9 in two vic- 
tories), it would appear he is indeed starting to 
get back on track. 

“I don't consider myself a risk," he said. 
‘Tve been forgiven for what has happened 
to me, so I have to move on. Life is differ- 
ent for me now as a person. There's more 
of an appreciation of what I'm doing. 1

Hamalainen, who ploced fiHh in 
the vault at 16-8>i, stayed second 
with 7,139 but only two points 
separated HufTins and Smith, who 
went lS-1 and 15-9, respectively, 
with the javelin and I,S00 to go. 

Huffins faded in the last two 
events and dropped back to eighth 
overall. 

' Smith vaulted over Huffins in 
the javelin by throwing 211-6 for

O’Brien, safely in the lead, 
threw 206-4 for 782 points. 
Hamalainen lost any realistic 
chance of upsetting the American 
when he managed a throw of only 
183-4 for 676. 

That left O’Brien leading by 
276 points before the 1,500, and 
the Belarus needed to beat the 
American by more than 40 sec- 
onds in the last race. He was 
faster by only 12 as O’Brien 
jogged home, raising his arms in 
triumph as a cool dusk fell over 
the Ullevi stadium. 

“1 had pretty good hurdles, but I 
let my nerves get the better of me 
in the discus,” O’Brien said. “1 
was pretty worried after that. But 
the pole vault went very good. ... 
But the javelin was probably the 
key.” 

Hamalainen, said any of three 
medalists could have won. “We 
all had our problems and the best, 
one won,” he said. 

O'Brien said Hamajaincn was 
probably the only dccathlete right 
now who could challenge his 
world record.
